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Campus and industry clash in novel

A healthy amount of 
mysticism has always 
surrounded the world of career 
academics. Following your 
professor home every night is 
probably not the best way to 
find anything out. It you're 
curious, it might be easiest to . 
pick up one of what literary 
people have designated as the 
'campus novel.' 

True to its name, the campus 
novel deals with the ins and 
outs of university life. It's a 
relatively new novel genre 
comprised of just about any 
book that concerns itself 
explicitly with the doings of 
higher education. The Dean's 
December by Saul Bellows and 
Sylvia Plath's The Bell Jar are 
both fair examples of the 
campus novel. 

Perhaps the most well- 
known author of campus no vels 
is British writer David Lodge, a 
former professor at the 
University of Birmingham. His 
most recent book, Nice Work, 
carries on the exploi ts of fictional 
characters from the academic 
world first introduced in two 
earlier campusnovcls,C/uwgiMg 
Places (1975) and Small World 
(1984). Nice Work, which was 
first published in 1988 and 
released in paperback this year 
brought Lodge acclaim from the 
literary world when it received 
the Sunday Express Book of the 
Year Award and was shortlisted 
for the 1988 Booker Prize. 

Since the publishing of his 
first novel. The Picturegoers, in 
I960, Lodge has been gaining a 
reputation as a first-rate writer 
of fiction as well as literary 
criticism. Part of the reason that 
he has been able to produce such 
consistently entertaining 
reading is due to the fact that he 
has been involved with the 
study of literature itself since 
the early 1960's. Much of the 
academic flavour of his novels 
is drawn from his own 
experience as a university 
lecturer and there is an obvious 
warmth to the subject of 
academic life that lends them a 
comfortable autobiographical 
feeling. 

Nice Worfcissetinthefictional 
city of Rummidge, located in 
the industrial British midlands. 
The University of Rummidge is 
the focal point of the narrative. 
It is representative of the newer 
British universities that sprang 
into being in theearly seventies, 
after the Robbins Report on 
Britain's higher education 
sparked an expansion of the 
university system. The 
University of Rummidge bears 
more than a passing 
resemblance and is symbolically 
based on the University of 
Birmingham where, until 
recently. Lodge was a professor 
of English Literature. Coming 
toward the end of the eighties, 
Rummidge is underfunded. 



understaffed, and 

overcrowded. This lies in stark 
contrast to the University of 
California at Euphoria (or 
Euphoric State), an earlier 
creation of Lodge's, meant to 
represent the large, wealthy 
American university. In Nice 
Work, the claim is made clearly 
enough that the British 
universities are suffering from 
economic malnutirition. 

While the two earlier novels, 
Changing Places and Small World, 
tended to focus solely on the 
lives of university professors 
and their exploits, Nice Work 
integrates thelivesof academics 
into theoutside world by taking 
a look at the equally distressed 
world of British commerce. 
Billed as a meeting of the 
campus novel with the 
industrial novel, it unites the 
alien fields of education and 
business head-on. The two 



protagonists, Robyn Penrose (a 
faculty lecturer in English and 
expert on the Industrial novel) 
and Vic Wilcox (Managing 
Director of an engineering firm) 
are set face-to-face when they 
are each thrown together into a 
program meant to better 
relationsbctween theuniversity 
and industry. 

Much of the novel is 
concerned with the utter 
incompatibility of its two main 
characters and their attempts to 
come to terms with each other's 
workplace.Thcreisthepotential 
for a lot of humour in the 
confrontation of a radical 
feminist and a conservative 
executive which Lodge 
manages to tap without 
completely overindulging. It is 
clear tha t nei ther are completely 
right in accepting their 
extremely specialized views as 
universal, and rather than 



simply sketching out the 
collision of conflicting value 
systems. Lodge allows them to 
graple with each other for some 
kind of explanation of their 
respective outlooks on life. 

Probably the chief virtue of 
Nice Work is the quality of its 
characteriziations. Robyn 
Penrose represents the 
stereotype of a contemporary 
academic feminist. Lodge uses 
Penrose's personality type to 
weave into the narrative a small 
quantity of feminist literary 
theory. Whether or not feminist 
readers will identify with or 
appreciate this satirization is 
uncertain, but Lodge's 
treatment of the feminist 
character is carefully 
sympathetic. Her alter-ego in 
the novel, Vic Wilcox, is equally 
recognizable as the profit- 
minded, callous male cxccu live. 



sporting the expected British 
"male-stream thinking." His 
blatant chauvinism and deeply 
guilt-ridden, repressed 
sexuality, conspicuously offset 
the open-minded frankness of 
Penrose, forming the main 
stumbling block between their 
polar opposite personalities. 

If Nice Work lacks a biting 
edge, it is because it displays a 
wry, calculated senseof humour 
for its subject. It is, above all, 
entertaining. While Lodge could 
easily have turned hischaracters 
into mouthpieces of literary 
theory, he avoids losing them in 
a theoretical haze by 
concentrating instead on their 
personal relationship. The rocky 
alliance between the two 
protagonists shows an urban 
and civilized approach to the 
clash of campus and industry.

Artists such as Michelle 
Shocked, Cocteau Twins and 
Bauhaus will receive little or no 
air-time on CKUT because of a 
nation wide, college radio 
boycott of Polygram records. 

At their annual conference, 
the National College Radio 
Association (NCRA) voted to 
boycott Polygram over a 
controversial record service fee. 
Normally, campus radio 
stations receive records from 
companies free of charge. 
Polygram now demands that 
campus stations pay a yearly 
fee for their records. As a result, 
23 of 29 college/campus radio 
stations, including CKUT 
(Radio McGill) are participating 
in the boycott, which began 
September 1. 

Polygram's fee is$100a year. 
It isn't much fora campus radio 
station, butasnewCKUT station 
manager NadineGelineausays, 
"The boycott is on principle." 
She calls it "an unfortunate 
situation." According to the 
NCRA, the air-time artists 
receive is more than enough 
compensation to justify giving 
radio stations records free of 
charge. 

ChrisMigone,musicdirector 
at CKUT, was at the NCRA 
conference representing its 
national office. He says that 
under the boycott DJ's can still 
play artists under Polygram's 
label, but it is no t recommended. 

Since Polygram controls 
Island Records and recently took 
over A&M, music by U2 and 
Bob Marley could also come 
under the boycott. Other 
affected groups include 
Wolfgang Press and Boston's 
The Pixies. 

But there are over 100 record 
companies in business, and the

His bellow’s been Music for 30 Years 



Boss's bark 
matches bite 
in Pines pizza

Montreal may have its share of 
famous sights, but it also has a few 
sounds that are very much part of 
the citys cultural fabric. 

Those of a romantic bent may be 
drawn to the sounds of a calèche on 
the cobblestone streets of Old 
Monreal. The musically inclined 
may favor the accordian-like 
melodies made by the Metro as it 
chugs away from a subway station. 

Scores of other Montrealers, 
however, get their jolliesby phoning 
for pizza and being greeted by the 
reassuring cry of Pines Pizza 
proprietor Peter Kofallinos as he 
bellows "P.l.I.I.I.N.N.ES!" into their 
receivers. 

To some Montreal university 
students, the '60s were all about 
peace; to others, about Pines Pizza. 

For 30 years, Kefallinos has been 
manning Pines take-out hotline for 
what purists have called the best 
pizza - in the non-wood-burning 
oven category - in town. 

But the fact is that the boss's bark 
is as famous as the bite of his pizza 
"I get calls away from as far as 
Vancouver, London and Paris from 
former students who just want to 
hear my voice," says Kefallinos, 58, 
"It's very flattering, but 
unfortunately I don't deliver 
overseas." 

Pines moved from its landmark 
first location on Pine and Park Aves. 
to its present home on Park and 
Mount Royal Ave. eight years ago. 
While Kefallinos took it over in 1959, 
it had been in existence since 1930. 

"Sure, 90 per cent of our business 
was - and is - take-out and most of 
ourcustomcrsadjustedtoourmove, 
but the other location had a real 
nostalgic value." 

Although the former restaurant 
is still standing, Kefallinos never 
feltsccureinthefact he had no lease 
there. Furthermore, the first Pines 
had been targeted for demolition to 
make way for an apartment and 
office development. 

'The place was in need of 
tremendousrepair, but without any 
long-term lease, I wasn't about to 
sink a lot of money into it." 

Kcfallino's present location is 
about one-fifth the size. 'That suits

me fine. These arc very competitive 
times in the pizza business. Thirty 
years ago there were a handful of 
pizzerias - now they're 
everywhere." 

Kefallino has had to keep up with 
thetimcs.He'sintroducedthosingle 
slice of pizza for the budget 
conscious, as well as low-cal and 
vegetarian pizzas. There's also an 
array of souvlaki dishes on his 
menu. 

"It's funny. Now Greek pizzeria 
owners like myself who helped to 
popularize the Italian pizza in 
Montreal are selling our native 
Greek food to help make ends 
meet." 

Kefallinos acknowledges the 
strides made by pizza competitors 
with wood-burning ovens, but he 



isn't intimidated. 

"There's no question the aroma 
from the wood makes a difference 
and it's quite appealing. But if you 
know what you're doing, pizza from 
a gasoven can come out just as well. 

"And, of course, no one has my 
special tomato sauce. That's the real 
secret." 

Kefallinos is an avid pizza-eater, 
devouring at least one a day. His 
personal favourite is an all-dressed 
model plus hamburger, bacon, 
onions, olives, hot peppers and 
cherries - "Don't laugh until you've 
tried one with cherries - it's 
fabulous." 

BornonthcGrcckislandofZante 
Corfu, Kefallinos moved to 
Montreal in 1957. "It was only after 
I left my small island home that it 
became a paradise for tourists. 
Otherwise, I probably wouldn't 
have left."

After working at his brother'. 
Gazette Restaurant, opposite the 
Old Gazettcbuildingon St. Antoine 
St., Kefallinos had a hunch about 
pizza and bought Pines in '59. 

Kefallinos, his wife and their two 
sons, both studying at college to 
become engineers, live in Dollard 
des Ormeaux. But his 12-hour-a- 
day,six-day-a-wcckworkschedulc 
doesn't allow him much time to 
tinker about the house. And apart 
from the rare three-day excursion 
to the country, he hasn't taken 
vacation in 10 years. 

"I have to conserve my strength. 
That's why you don't find me 
flipping the dough or working at 
the oven very much, especially 
when it reaches 50 or 60 degrees in 
the kitchen."

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Distant Voices: On call at the Rialto

In the washed-out browns 
and chipped edges of aged 
photographs, the film Distant 
Voices, Still Lives mixes 
together the fragment dramas 
of one Liverpool family into a 
strangely vibrant brew. 

The first half of the 
dyptitch, Distant Voices is 
consumed and overwhelmed 
by the tyrannical presence of 
the family's father. While the 
event of this half is the eldest 
daughter's wedding, each 
child remembers the absent 
parent, his monstrous and 
meaningless rage and the 
dynamic of a family utterly 
dependent on one man's 
whim. 

As the first half ends with 
an aging mother before a fire, 
a mother who saw the family 
through the World War II, the 
second begins with a watery 
baptism. Still Lives hinges on 
the marriage of Tony, the 
youngest of the three children. 
Here, adult children settle into 
married life, the women 
accepting the institution and 
struggling with the changes it 
wreaks on their friendships. 



Although the daily life of 
the women in the film is 
central, as is their defiance of 
men until the incscapability of 
marriage, it is not the single 
focus of the film. No 
conclusion about the general 
condition of women in 
marriage is spelled out. It is 
merely suggested that while 
some women might stall or 
alleviate eventual domination 
in marriage, none could 
ultimately escape it altogether. 
One sister ends up married to' 
a familiarly tyrannical man. 



Another sister, trying to help 
her, is ordered "don't butt in" 
by her husband. 

When Distant Voices, Still 
Lives was released in 1988, it 
won the Cannes' International 
Critic's Award, but probably 
not for its portrayal of the 
family as an institution and 
cage. Even though this 
element is both subtle and 
unpretentious, the film's most 
intriguing aspect is its pace. 

Strung together as though 



they were photographic stills 
on a Hne, the scenes follow no 
narrative thread and are 
nearly bare of action. The 
deliberate photographic effect 
defies any attempt to regulate 
the lives of the characters into 
one story. The snippet 
flashbacks touch on many 
stories and complete none. 

Instead, a maddening line 
of song, mostly from the 
mouths of the family members 



around the table, teases from 
the otherwise mysterious 
sequences. The family and 
friends are forever singing: 
folk songs, dance tunes, pop 
songs of the day. Sometimes 
the lyric are self-consciously 
banal, bearing no relation to 
the event. Other times, they 
themselves form the narrative.

As a straight account of 
the 'still' lives of ordinary 
post-war Brits, Distant Voices 
is credible and surprisingly 
interesting. So bare of 
commentary, the episodes 
engage and require a curious 
audience, constantly guessing 
why these scenes in the 
family's life and not others are 
exposed — why this family? 

The photographer who 
selects and snaps the material 
for this family collage is 
unfortunately the element 
most in focus because of the 
shifting structure. Although 
none of the women become 
characters per se, which is 
perhaps a benefit, none of 
them are striking as people 
either. Except for one woman 
who says of her husband, "If 
he looks at me the wrong way 
I'll give him the dockside," the 
camera catches its subjects 
passive, inert in the brown- 
washed medium the director 
has created. 

Writer/director Terence 
Davies calls his film 
autobiographical, and the film 
profits from his insistence on 
historical detail. Although he 
has tried to do something 
admirable, to liberate the past 
from the necessity of 
becoming a story, he has fallen 
short of making that liberation 
have a point.

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A birthday for 
Greenham: eight 
years of resistance 
at Yellow Gate 

On August 1, 1989, 16 cruise missiles were withdrawn from 
Greenham Common under the INF treaty. The press started asking 
at once "when are you going?" The struggle here, as much as ever 
before, is to oppose the 85 cruise missiles that are still here, and the 
warheads that are still here, and to oppose whatever new weapons 
systems are being planned for here by NATO. We know the Stealth 
Air Launch cruise missile is being tested in Canada and the Stealth 
bomber is being tested in the US; and we expect NATO to bring 
some kind of weapons system, like the Stealth cruise missile or an 
air launch weapons system, in here.16 missiles leaving is so much 
military manipulation to get another weapons system in here.

Yellow Gate

In 1981 it was announced that 
missiles would be si ted at Greenham, 
Ireland. Protestors set up a camp at 
the proposed base site to protest the 
decision. It has been there ever since. 

Yellow Gate, Greenham Common 
Women's Peace Camp, located 
outside the main gate of the United 
States Air Force Base at Greenham 
Common, England, was eight years 
old on Tuesday. Since 1982 it has 
been operated exclusively by 
women. 

Aniko Jones and Katrina Howse, 
both living at Yellowgate, describe 
their struggle in an account that 
reflects the intense individual 
struggles for peace waged 
worldwide — the only weapons are 
resistance and a steadfast, stubborn 
determination to succeed. 

Daily: The INF Treaty has been 
hailed as a milestone, yet you're still 
here and the missiles are still here — 
has the Treaty changed anything? 

Aniko: The INF Treaty is a 
milestone in one respect: when they 
brought cruise missiles onto 
Greenham it was for defense reasons, 
and 10 years later they're going, and 
the reason they're going is in the 
interest of peace, and making the 
world a safer place. In 10 years, the 
concept of nuclear weapons being a 
defense, has changed to nuclear 
weapons being a threat to world 
peace. That's, a real victory for the 
peace movement, and to the women 
at Greenham, who really gave the 
peace movement a big kick in the 
backside. 

But the INF Treaty is also a big 
propaganda stunt — the idea that as 
soon as the INF Treaty comes into 
effect there will be no nuclear 
weapons on English soil — and a lot of 
people want to believe that, it gives 
them a good reason to go back to their 



normal lives and give up the 
struggle — but once these cruise 
missiles are gone they're going to 
bring in some other cruise missiles 
which are equally deadly, or even 
more deadly. 

They haven't stated what they're 
going to do with the baseafterwards, 
and they've said they're still going to 
keep a large military force here; and 
they go to great lengths to maintain a 
large number of bylaws which make 
it an offense for women to go inside 
the base. 

Howse: We have to get this 
common land back from themilitary. 
That will be a concrete gain that we 
can build an even more powerful 
movement of women on; to put a stop 
to the military through non — violent 
direct action. 

Jones: Our daily life jpvolves 
around taking action against the 
cruisemissileconvoyand against the 
deployment of the cruise misssile 
convoy. 



In 10 years, the concept 
of nuclear weapons being a 
defense, has changed to 
nuclear weapons being a 
threat to world peace.

We're here seven days a week, 
which means that we pu t up with the 
cruise missile convoy coming out, 
with the police lining the roads to 
allow the cruise missile convoy to 
come ou t, and with evictions daily or 



every other day. The evictions are 
about every other day, which means 
we still live in tents. The evictions 
make sure we cannot give ourselves 
adequate shelter here. 

One of the main problems we have 
is the weather; the rain is the worst. 
The cold's not as bad as the rain, 
because we have a fire and we can 
always put more clothes on...but we 
don't have proper shelter and if it 
rains our clothing gets wet, our 
bedding gets wet, we get wet, we go 
to bed wet and we wake up wet. 

We also face, now and again, 
vigilantes and the police from the 
convoy. Once, right in front of the 
police, a convoy driver threw iron 
bars at us, one of them six feet long. 
The police refused to do anything 
about it or take any kind of action, so 
the message that went out to convoy 
drivers is that they can do whatever 
they want and not have to take 
responsibility for their actions. 

We take on the nuclear convoy 
when it comes out of the base. [The 
soldiers] are meant to deploy the 
nuclear convoy, about40-50 vehicles, 
to a secret location, which is 
Salisbuiy Plain. We always track the 
convoy and try and stop their 
exercises. This means arrests and 
prison for us every time, and recently 
we've had guns pointed at us, with 
live ammunition and the safety 
catches off: they threaten to shoot us.

on our anti-racist stand, on our non-

The only media I've seen has said 
things like "Greenham's been taken 
over by lesbians" or "they're all man- 
haters, they're all communists" — in 
order to put women off coming here. 
I don't see lesbian' as an insult, but to 
call us violent or man-haters or 
communists, is just trying to label us 
anything to prevent us from getting 
together and organizing together. 
Labelling any deviance from the 
norm as 'weird' and 'strange' is a 
technique that the state uses to 
prevent people from taking their 
own autonomy. 

After a really big eviction in 1984, 
the press tried to give the impression 
that there was nothinggoingon here. 
After the evictions in '84 it was 
almost impossible to get anything 
into the press. We've managed to get 
some information out, but mostly 
only to thesmall local press. Recently 
we got a letter into the Guardian 
saying that we're still here and that 
the instances of violence against us 
have increased, and we got a really 
good response. The media try to 
silence us.

Daily: More specifically, you were 
talking about how you've bceen 
attacked by the peace movement and 
the womens' movement in Britain... 

Katrina: We had to keep our 
autonomy as women working on 
principles that are very important to 
us...I think it's important to say that 
we are defining and actively working 
on those principles, because those 
principles were redefined by the 1 987 
Moscow conference. Towards the 
Year 2000: a World Without Nuclear 
Weapons, that Yellow Gateattended. 
Wilmette Brown tried to make the 
connection between the struggle at 
Yellow Gate and the economic 
oppression of Black women— which 
turned our attention toward racism.

feminist networks have been 
attacking us from the start — they 
used to accuse us of splitting the 
feminist movement by drawing 
women to Greenham in the first 
place. 

Many women have tried to use 
ôur struggle at Greenham Common 
to get themselves careers, whether 
they called themselves feminists or 
not. And we don't approve of that 
kind of behavior, that's not what 
we're doing here, and to me that is an 
obscenity, to go into a struggle 
against 101 cruise missiles each with 
the power of 16 Hiroshima bombs, 
and to somehow make a career of it. 

So all the attacks on us — whether 



the driver was clearly at fault, the police 
are trying to cover it up, saying she 
stepped in front of the truck. 

Helen worked to resist the military 
through non-violent direct action while 
living at Yellow Cate; she was also deeply 
committed to preserving the Welsh 
language and culture, and openly made 
the connection between their struggle 
and the struggle against British 
imperialism in the North of Ireland. On 
August 16, seven women occupied a 
church at Imber, a village which houses a 
mock West Belfast village, in Hclen"s 
memory and in solidarity with the 
Nationalist people of the North of 
Ireland.

On 24 August 1989, the Inter-Residence Council received 
a memorandum from Sam Kingdon, Associate Vice-Principal 
(Physical Resources), indicating that he would not sign an 
alcoholic beverages permit for IRC ’s annual Street Dance. 

As Such, the event has had to be cancelled. 

Mr. Kingdon ’s rationale for not granting the permit 
consists of the following: 

1) Underage drinking cannot be controlled 

2) Crowd size and behaviour cannot be adequately controlled 

3) Non-McGill students are participating in the event 

For these reasons, in particular crowd control, Mr. Kingdon felt 
that the Street Dance was no longer safe, and was a “tragedy 
waiting to happen”. 



The IRC in no way agrees that the University’s 
& Mr. Kingdon ’s objections are grounds for 
cancelling the event and strongly disagrees with 
their handling of this situation.
